“CarroU D. Wright, tho aatioaal Ubot autiaticiaa, utx that the mattrial 
Booda of aU the in h a b ita n U of the United Suteo would be aatirtlad if ever, 
boalth7 able-bodied man ahonld work onl, fonr hoara a day. SnfBcieot food, 
clothing, ahelter and other roqniremenu conld be ptorided for the people with 
thia amount of labor. From thia it may be loen how aenaeleoa ia the method of 
Ubor nnder the preaent indiiatrial ayriem, which bnrdena miUion. of men with 
ezeeaaiTe toil, while tena of thonaanda can find no work and conxeqneotly are 
without any meana of exiatence.” 

The foregoing ia from a capiuliatic axchange, the editor of which at timea 
haa atate Socialiatic mooda Hia pithy remark thia time hita the nail npon tho 
hoaA Bnt nnfortnnately he atopa abort at thia denunciatoty criticiam of the 
“preoent indnatrial ayatem,* withont aaying what ahonld be pnt in ita place. So 
we anpply the omiaaion: What aborc all thinga U needful ia undonbtedly tba 
organiiation of Ubor. Anarchy reigna today in thia prorince. Krery capiuliat 
carriea on buaineaa accordUg to hU own notiona, and u only kept within bounda 
by the demand for hu gooda. If thia decieoaea co much that there ia no profit ia 
manufacturing, he accordingly atopa production. Blind forcea role m the indoa- 
trial world. 

How tbu condition of the capiulUt haa thu effect on the workingman: The 
capiUliat buya the Ubor power of the workingman at ita market price. Be thua 
acquiree the right to completely uae it up. The value of any ware—to thu caae 
Ubor power—ia equal to the coat of ita production. The workingman ia fully paid 
if hu wage, correapond to thu coat—that u, if he receivea ae much aa u necea- 
aary, on the average, for hia aupport and for rearing a r utitnte to caae he 
himaelf given out. The prodnet w*ach the workingman crea.aa for the caplUlUt 
u not token into account, except that it mnat have a higher value than hu 
wagea, otherwiae the capitolut would employ no workmen. Thua it ariaea that 
tne workingman, with the help of modem machinery, prodncea to one day a 
conaiderably higher value than correapondi to the market price (value) of hia 
labor power. In the United Stotea thia aurplua value amonnta to about too 
per cent., aa the Uat cenaua provea So if a workingman producea luring ten 
houia daUy, to the firat five houri he haa earned hu own wagea, and to the Uat 
five houri he ia working out aurplua value for the capitalut. 

It foUowa from thia that the “induatrul ajratem" ia by no meana ao "aenie- 
leaa" from the itandpoint of the capitaluta From thu it u alao clear )uat why 
they oppoie the ahortentog of the working day. It touchea their “aurplua valne." 
Indeed, when they are obliged to conaeni to ahorter boura they indemnify them- 
aelvea by increaaing the intenaity of Ubor aa much aa poaaible. The capitaluta 
of the preaent day are eapecUlly great at thia. “American methoda”—the great- 
eat poaaible aubatitntion of machinery for human labor power, the moat com¬ 
plete divuion of Ubor, the hardeat driving of the workmen, the piece ayatem— 
are known and notorioua, and by meana of theae it haa come to paai that to 
ipite of the ahortentog of the working day, aurplua value haa not decreaaed, and 
the amount of Ubor auppiied haa continually tocreaaed. 

It u the capitaliat therefore who haa no totereat in a uniform diatribution 
of Ubor, and who doea not permit it. He can make very little profit out of Ue 
man who worka four boura a day. With aU refinementa in the mode of produc¬ 
tion, with auch a working day not much would be left for him. It u to hU 
intereat that unemployed hunda ahonld alwaya be ready to bring down the market 
price of Ubor power, otherwiae the death kneU would aound for the eimloita 
tion of Ubor. 

The matter u therefore aufficiently aimple. The organixation and uniform dia- 
tribntion of Ubor preauppoaea the abolition of the method of production for 
profit, and organiaatioa of thu aort u aimply SoctolUm. Or if it conld be any-

Political comiption is another inevitable ac¬ 
companiment of proftta, hence a knowledge of this economic system would make a 
voter Invincible when capitalistic parties appeal for hk vote brauae of some 
ao*^Iled “Rorlaliatlc"* platform. It will show him, too, the folly of trying for even 
good measures, like the referendum, except as a part of a new system. 

Third—The class struggle. From many HtandpoiDta it can l>o made abao- 
iutely clear that industrial freedom can only come through a revolution won at the 
ballot box by a clear-cut working class party. A few men may liecocoe superior 
to their class intereata and help in the struggle, but the supreme dep<>ndeoc« of 
Soctaliam must ever be upon the class who have everything to gain and “nothing 
to lose but their chains.Socialima are amnsed when people say “Sodallsra 
wOl have to wait until human nature changes.'.’ We uy human nature will 
have to change if 05 prr cent, of the voter* can Ik* iK'rsuaded forever to vote 
for the lienefit of the other 5 -^r cent. That is just a little too ntopian for us 
to accept. We consider that human nature, as it is, ia a pretty go^ thing to 
tie to. for it pnimpta to a good, healthy ilesire to live like men and not like either 
slaves or paupers. 

A kmiwledge of the class struggle in its history aiul 'Is operation will make 
every Hociall*t feel that be has back of him laws which are as powerful as grav¬ 
itation and will bring success with absolute certainty and power.
